ORDINANCE NO, 270 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MONTCLAIR AMENDING SECTION 9-4,1906 BY AMENDING 
SUB-SECTION (L) AND ADDING SUB-SECTION (M) AND 
(N); AND ADDING CHAPTER 8 TO TITLE 9 RELATING 
TO THE DEVELOPMELKT STANDARDS FOR DRIVE-IN BUS- 
INESSES 

The City Council of the City of Montclair does ordain 
as follows: 


SECTION 1: Section 9.4.1906 of the Montclair Municipal 
Code is amended as follows: 

(L) Car washes 

(M) Drive-In Business..The term ‘‘Drive - In Business” 
shall be limited to uses directed primarily to the occupants 
of a motor vehicle where the business or service may be 
conducted with the occupants without the occupants alighting 
from the motor vehicle or where the occupants alight from 
the motor vehicle for quick service at or within a structure. 
Uses which are 2 part of a shopping center or a multiple- 
use building shal] not be considered a drive-in business 
unless the business or service may be conducted without 
the occupants alighting from the motor vehicle.Inthe event of 
any question as to whether or not a particular use is a drive- 
in business, upon request of any party in interest, the Planning 
Commission shall, prior to the filing of a conditional use 
permit application, make a determination that it is or ts 
not a drive-in business as defined herein, 

(N) Other special or unusual] uses for which no provision 
is made in this chapter or which provide an unusual com. 
bination of uses on a large scale. 


SECTION 2: Chapter 8 ~~ Drive-In Business Standards is 
hereby added to Title 9 of the Montclair Municipal Code 
to read as follows: 

CHAPTER 8 DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS; DRIVE -IN 
BUSINESS 


Uses which provide a business or service to the occupants 
of a motor vehicle without the occupants alighting from the 
motor vehicle or where the occupants alight from the motor 
vehicle for quick service at or within a structure present 
a variety of unique development problems, 

It is the intent of this chapter to provide a means whereby 
the Planning Commission may review individual develop. 
ment proposals in relation to specific sites and consider 
the effect of the use upon adjacent properties and businesses 
and to impose reasonable conditions or modify existing Code 
requirements in order to best solve the problems presented 
by these uses. 


Sec, 9-8.101 SETBACKS. 

Buildings shall be setback from property lines in accor. 
dance with the requirements of the zone tn which the use 
is located. Where the Planning Commission determines that 
the best interests of the City and/or adjacent development 
or property will be best served and the intent of this chapter 
will be complied with, a lesser or greater setback may be 
established,

Each drive-in business shall be located on a lot having 
an area of not less than 15,000 square feet. Where the Plan. 
ning Commission determines that a site of lesser area 
because of the proposed plan of development and arrange- 
ment of facilities will meet the intent of this chapter, it 
may permit a modification of the minimum area require- 
ment, 


Sec. 9.8,103 PARKING REQUIREMENTS. 

Every drive-in business shal] be subject to all parking 
requirements applicable to the zone in which such use is 
located in addition to complying with the following: 

1, On-site parking shall be provided for each employee 
on duty. The peak employment period shall be used to de- 
termine the number of employee parking spaces. 

2. Automobile restaurants shall provide a minimum af two 
parking spaces for each one hundred square feet of gross 
floor area, 

3. Section 9.4,1807 and the various requirements of this 
chapter notwithstanding, where the Planning Commission has 
determined that the intent of this chapter willbe best served, 
it may impose a greater or permita lesser number of parking 
spaces,

VA Chief Medical Director, 
Dr. H, Martin Engle, reported 
that these special units for the 
management of this serious lung 
disease now have been set up 
at 52 VA hespitals and! that 
further expansion of the treat.

He described emphysema as 
a disease that attacks the most 
vital part of the lung, the al.
